The following Bills were introduced in Lok Sabha on the 6th Decem¬ 
ber, 1971: — 

Bill No. 151 of 1971 

A Bill to provide for the taking over, in the public intefest, of the 

management of coking coal mines and coke oven plants, pending 

nationalisation of such mines and plants. 

Whereas it is expedient in the public interest that the coking coal 
mines and coke oven plants should be nationalised with a view to re¬ 
organising and reconstructing the coking coal mines and coke oven plants 
for the purpose of protecting, copserving and promoting scientific deve¬ 
lopment of the resources of coking coal needed to meet the growing 
requirements of the iron and steel industry; 

And whereas it is expedient, in the public Interest, to take over the 
management of coking coal mines and coke oven plants pending nationa¬ 
lisation thereof; 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty-second Year of the Republic 
of India as follows: — 

CHAPTER I 
Preliminary 

1. (1) This Act may be called the Coking Coal Mines (Emergency Short title 
Provisions) Act, 1971.

(2) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 16th day of ment. 
October, 1971. 

2, In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires, — Deflnitioni. 

(a) “appointed day” means the 17th day of October, 1971; 
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(b) “coke oven plant” means the plant and equipment with 
which the manufacture of hard coke has. been, or is being, carried on 
and includes— 

(i) all lands, buildings, works, machinery and equipment, 
vehicles, railways, tramways and sidings, adjacent to, and belong¬ 
ing to, or in, the coke oven plant, 

(it) all workshops belonging to the coke oven plant includ¬ 
ing buildings, machinery, instruments, stores, equipment of such 
workshops and the lands on which such workshops stand, 

(iii) all hard coke in stock or in transit or under production, 
and other stores, stocks and instruments, belonging to the coke 
oven plant, 

(iv) all power stations belonging to the coke oven plant or 
operated for supplying electricity for the purpose of working the 
coke oven plant, 

(v) all lands, buildings and equipment adjacent to or belong¬ 
ing to, the coke oven plant where the washing of coal is carried on, 

(vi) all other assets, movable or immovable, belonging to 
a coke oven plant, whether within its premises or outside, includ¬ 
ing cash balances, reserve funds and investments In so far as 
they relate to the coke oven plant and also any money lawfully 
due to the coke oven plant in relation to any period prior to 
the specified date; 

(c) "coking coal mine” means a coal mine in which there exists 
Oh* or more seams of coking coal, whether exclusively or in addition 
to any seam of other coal; 

(d) “company” means a company as defined in section 3 of the 
Companies Act, 1956, and includes a foreign company within the 
meaning of section 591 of that Act; 

(e) "Custodian” means the person appointed under section 5 to 
take over the management of the coking coal mine; 

(f) “Government company” has the meaning assigned to it by 
section 617 of the Companies Act, 1956; 

(g) “managing contractor” means the person, or body of persons, 
who, with the previous consent in writing of the State Government, 
has entered into an arrangement, contract or understanding, with the 
owner of the mine under which the operations of the mine are sub¬ 
stantially controlled by such person or body of persons; 

(h) “mine” means any excavation where any operation for the 
purpose of searching for or obtaining minerals has been or is being 
carried on and includes— 

(i) all borings and bore holes; 

(ii) all shafts adjacent to, and belonging to, or in, a mine, 
whether in the course of being sunk or not; 

(iU) all levels and inclined planes in the course of being 
driven; 

(iv) all open cast working; 

(u) all conveyors or aerial ropeways provided for the bring¬ 
ing Into or removal from a mine of minerals or other articles or 
for the removal of refuse therefrom; 
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(vi) all lands, bui1d3ng.s, works, adits, levels, planes, 
machinery and equipment, vehicles, railways, tramways and 
sidings adjacent to, and belonging to, or in, a mine; 

(nii) all workshops belonging to, or in, a mine including 
buildings, machinery, instruments, stores, equipment of such 
workshops and the lands on which such workshops stand; 

(yiii) all coal in stock or in transit or under production and 
other stores, stocks and Instruments belonging to, or in, a mine; 

(i.T) all power stations belonging to, or in, a mine or operated 
for supplying electricity for the purpose of working the mine or a 
number of mines under the same management; 

(x) all lands, buildings and equipment adjacent to, or 
belonging to, or in, a mine where the washing of coal or manu¬ 
facture of coke is carried on; 

(xi) all other assets, movable or immovable, belonging to a 
mine, whether within its premises or outside, including cash 
balances, reserve funds and investments in so far as they relate 
to the coking coal mine and also any money lawfully due to the 
coking coal mine in relation to any period prior to the appointed 
day; 

(i) “mining company” means a company owning a coking coal 
mine, and in relation to a foreign company within the meaning of 
rection 591 of the Companies Act, 1.956. the undertaking of that com¬ 
pany in India; 

(j) “notified order” means an order notified in the Official 
Gazette; 

(fc) words and expressions used herein and not defined but 
defined in the Coal Mines (Conservation, Safety and Development) 
Act, 1952, have the meanings respectively assigned to them in that 
Act; 

(I) words and expressions used herein and not defined in this 
Act or in the Coal Mines (Conservation, Safety and Development) 
-Act, 1952, hut defined in the Mines Act, 1952, have the meanings res¬ 
pectively assigned to them in the Mines Act, 1952. 

CHAPTER 11 

Management of coking coal mines 

3. (1) On and from the appointed day, the management of all coking 
co,al mines shxin vest in the Central Government. 

(3) The coking coal mines specified in the First Schedule shall be 
deemed, for the purposes of this Act, to be the coking coal mines the 
management of which shall vest, under sub-section (1), in the Central 
Government: 

Provided that if,, after the appointed day, any other coal mine is 
found, after an investigation made by the Coal Board, to contain coking 
coal, that Board shall make a declaration to that effect and on and from 
the date f'f such declaration, such mine shall be deemed, for the purposes 
pf this Act,—

(li) to be included in the First Schedule, 
and thereupon the provisions of this Act shall become applicable thereto 
subject to the modification that for the words “appointed day”, wherever 
they occur, the words “the date of the declaration made by the Coal 
Board under sub-section (2) of section 3” shall be substituted. 

■ 4. (1) Pending the appointment of a Custodian under section 5 for 
any coking coal mine, the person in charge of the management of such 
mine immediately before the appointed day shall, on and from the 
appointed day, be in charge of the management of such mine for and on 
behalf of the Central Government; and the management of such mine 
shall be carried on by such person subject to the provisions contained In 
sub-sections (3) and (5) and such directions, if any, as the Central Gov¬ 
ernment may give to him and no other person Including the owner, shall, 
SO long as such management continues, exercise any powers of manage¬ 
ment in relation to the coking coal mine. 


(2) Any contract, whether express or implied, providing for the 
management of any coking coal mine, made before the appointed day 
between the owner of such mine and any person In charge of the manage¬ 
ment of such mine immediately before the appointed day, shall be deemed 
to have terminated on the appointed day. 


(3) No person in charge of the management of a coking coal mine 
shall, without the previous approval of the person specified by the Cen¬ 
tral Government in this behalf in respect of that mine (hereinafter re¬ 
ferred to as the “authorised person”),— 

(a) incur any expenditure from the assets appertaining to the 
coking coal mine otherwise than for the purpose of making routine 
payments of salaries or commissions to employees, agents or for the 
purpose of meeting the routine day to day expenditure; 

(b) transfer or otherwise dispose of any such assets or create 
any charge, hypothecation, lien or other Incumbrance thereon; 

(c) invest in any manner any monies forming part of such assets; 

(d) acqidre any Immovable property out of the monies forming 
part of such assets; 

(e) enter into any contract of service or agency, whether ex¬ 
pressly or by Implication, for purposes connected wholly or partly 
with the coking coal mine or vary the terms and conditions of any 
contract relating to any such transaction subsisting on the appointed 
day. 

(4) The approval of the authorised person may be given either gene¬ 
rally In relation to certain classes of transactions relating to the coking 
coal mine or specially in relation to any of Its transactions. 

(5) Every person in charge of the management of a coking coal mine 
shall deposit all securities and documents of title to any assets appertain¬ 
ing to such mine in any Scheduled Bank or Nationalised Bank in which 
The owner or agent had an account immediately befqre the appointed day 
or in any branch of the State Bank in the place where the head office or 
the principal office of the coking coal mine is situated or, where there 
is no branch of the State Bank in such place, the nearest branch of the 
Sta'^e Bank; and no such security or document shall be withdrawn from 
the Scheduled Bank, the Nationalised Bank or the State Bank, as the 
p^pe may be, except with the permission of the authorised person: 
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Provided that nothing contained in this sub-section shall apply to any 
security or document of title kept in trust with an Official Trustee in 
pursuance of the articles of association of any mining company unlesr the 
Oentral Government, by notified order, otherwise directs. 

Explanation.—In this sub-section,— 

(a) “Scheduled Bank” means a bank included for the time being 
in the Second Schedule to the Reserve Bank of India Act, 1934; 

(b) “State Bank” means the State Bank of India constituted 
under the State Bank of India Act, 1955; 

(c) “Nationalised Bank” means a corresponding new bank as 
defined in the Banking Companies (Acquisition and Transfer of Un¬ 
dertakings) Act, 1970. 

(6) Every person in charge of the management of a coking coal mine 
shall deliver forthwith to the person snecified in this behalf by the Cen¬ 
tral G'overnraent in respect of that coking coal mine, the following docu¬ 
ment, namely: — 

(a) the minutes book or any other book in India containing all 
resolutions up to the appointed day of the person.s in charge of the 
management of the coking coal mine before the appointed day; 

(b) the current cheque books relating to the coking coal mine 
which are at the head office or the principal office of the coking 
coal mine; 

(c) all registers or other books containing particulars relating 
to the investment of any monies appertaining to the coking coal 
mine Including investments on mortgaged properties and all loans 

■granted or advances made. 

(7) Without prejudice to the generality of the powers conferred by 
sub-section (/) and the provisions contained in sub-sections (3), (5) and 

(d), any direction issued under sub-section (I) may require the persons 
In charge of the management of the coking coal mine under this Act to 
furnish to the Central Government or to the authorised person such re¬ 
turns, statements and other information relating to the coking coal mine 
as may be mentioned in the direction. 

(8) The persons in charge of the management of the coking coal 
mine under this Act shall be entitled to such remuneration, whether by 
way of allowance or salary or perquisites as the Central Govern¬ 
ment may fix; and any such person may, by giving one month’s notice in 
writing to the Central Government of his intention so to do, relinquish 
charge of the management of the coking coal mine. 

5 . (1) Tlie Central Government may, as soon as it is convenient ad¬ 
ministratively so to do, appoint any person as Custodian for the purpose 
of taking over the management of the coking coal mine and the person 
so appointed shall carry on the management of such mine for and on be¬ 
half of the Central Government. 

(2) (n) The Central Government may also appoint a person as the 
Custodian-General for exercising supervi.sion and control ovp" all the 
coking coal mines the management of w'hich is taken over under this Act, 
and on such appointment, every Custodian, appointed under sub-section 
(1), shall act under the guidance, control and supervision of the Cus¬ 
todian-General. 
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(b) The Central Ghavernment may also appoint one or more persons 
as Additional Custodian-General or Deputy Custodian-General for assist¬ 
ing the Custodian-General In the exercise of his powers and duties under 
this Act and the Custodian-General may delegate all or such of his 
powers as he may think fit, to the Additional or Deputy Custodian- 
General. 

(c) Every Additional or Deputy Custodian-General shall exercise the 
powers delegated to him under the control and rupervision of the Custo¬ 
dian-General. 

(3) 0]n the appointment of a Custodian under sub-section (I), the 
charge of management of the coking coal mine shall vest in him and all 
person.? in charge of the management of such mine immediately before 
such appointment shall cease to be in charge of such management and 
.shall be bound to deliver to the Custodian all assets, books of account, 
registers or other documents in their custody relating to the coking coal 
mine and .anv contract, whether express or Implied, providing for the 
management of any coking coal mine, made before the appointed day bet¬ 
ween the owner of such mine and such persons, shall be deemed to 
have terminated on the date on which the Custodian is appointed. 

(4) Nothing contained in section 4 shall apply to any coking coal mine 
^he management of which has been taken over by the Custodian, but the 
Centra] Government may issue such directions to the Custodian as to his 
powers and duties as it deems desirable in the circumstances of the case, 
and the Custodian may apply to the Central Government at any time for 
in.struc+iOTis as to the manner in which he shall conduct the management 
of the coking coal mine or m relation to any matter arising in the course 
of such management. 

(5) The Custodian shall receive from the funds of the coking coal 
mine for the charge of management of which he is appointed under sub- 
sedion (71 such remuneraimn as the Central Government may fix. 

(6) The Custodian, the Custodian-General, Additional Custodian- 
General and Deputy Custodian-General shall hold office during the 
pleasure of Ihe Central Government. 

(7) Tlie Central Government may, if it is of opinion that it is neces¬ 
sary so to do for the proper management of the coking coal mines, the 
management of which has vested in it under section 3, appoint a Govern¬ 
ment company, whether in existence at the commencement of this Act or 
incorporated after such commencement, as the Custodian of all the coking 
coal mines specified in the First Schedule, and all coke oven plants speci¬ 
fied in the Second Schedule, and on such appointment, every person 
appointed as Custodian or the Custodian-General or Additional or Deputy 
Custodian-General under sub-section (I) or sub-section (2 ), as the case 
may be, .'^hall vacate hi.s office as such and fleliver to the Government 
company, so appointed, all as-ets, books of account, registers or other 
documents in his custody relating to the coking coal mine or the coke 
oven plant, as the case may be. 

(8) On the appointment of a Government company as Custodian, 
the provi.sions of sub-sections (3), (4) and (5) shall apply to It as they 
apply to a Custodian appointed under sub-section (I). 

6 . (I) Every owner of a coking coal mine shall be given by the Central 
Government Compensation, in cash, for vesting in it, under section 3, the 
pianagement of such mine. 
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(2) For every month during which the management of the coking 
coal mine remains vested in the Central (Jovermnent, the amount of Com¬ 
pensation referred to in sub-section (J) shall be twenty-live paiso per 
tonne of coal on the higest monthly production of coal from such mine 
during any month in the years 1968, 1969, 1970 and 1971: 

Provided that if in relation to any such coking coal mine, there was no 
production of coal during the said years, the amount of Compensation 
referred to in sub-section (7) shall be computed at the rate of five paise 
per tonne of such highest monthly coal producing capacity of the coking 
coal mine, before the appointed day, as may be assessed and declared by 
the Coal Board: 

Provided further that in relation to a coking coal mine, the operations 
of which were immediately befO're the appointed day under the control 
of a managing contractor, the amount of compensation as computed under 
this sub-section, shall be apportioned between the owner of the coking 
coal mine and such managing contractor in such proportions as may be 
agreed upon by or between the owner and such contractor, and in the 
event of there being no such agreement in such proportions as may be 
determined by the principal civil court of original jurisdiction within the 
local limits of whose jurisdiction the head office of the coking coal mine 
is situated. 

CHAPTER III 


Management of coke oven plants 


7. On and from such date as the Central Government may, by notilied 
order, specify in this behalf (hereafter, in this Chapter, referred to as the 
"‘specified date”), the management of the coke oven plants specified in the 
Second Schedule shall vest in the Central Government. 
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8. (f) Every owner of a coke oven plant specified in the Second Payment 
Schedule and every owner of a coke oven plant which falls within the 
definition of coking coal mine, shall be given by the Central Govern¬ 
ment Compensation, in cash, for vesting in it, under section 7 or section 3, 
as the case may be, the management of such coke oven plant. 


(2) For every month during which the management of the coke oven 
plant remains vested in the Central Government, the amount of Com¬ 
pensation referred to in sub-section (1) shall be— 


(a) seventy-five paise per tonne of by-product coke; and 

(b) fifty-five paise per tonne of beehive coke, 

on the highest monthly production of coke from such coke oven plant 
during any month in the years 1968, 1969, 1970 and 1971- 
, (3) For the avoidance of doubts, it is hereby declared that the owner 
of a coke oven plant, the management of which has vested in the Central 
Government under section 3, shall be given, in addition to the Compen¬ 
sation payable under section 6, such Compensation as is referred to in 
sub-section (/). 

,9. The provisions of sections 4 and 5 and sections 10 to 20 (both inclu¬ 
sive) shall apply to a coke oven plant, the management of which has 
vested in the Central Government under section 7, as they apply to a 
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coking coal mine, and references therein to a coking coal mine and the 
appointed day shall be construed, unless the context otherwise requires, 
as references, respectively, to a coke oven plant and the specilied date. 

CHAPTER IV 
Miscellaneous 

10. If any person— 

(a) fails to deliver to the Custodian any assets, books of account, 
registers or any other document in his custody relating to the cok¬ 
ing coal mine in respect of the management of which the Custodian 
has been appointed, or 

(b) retains property of such coking coal mine, or 

(c) fails to comply with the provisions contained in sub-section 
(3) or sub-section (5) or sub-section (6) of section 4, or 

(d) fails to comply with any directions issued under sub-section 
(1) or sub-section (4) of section 5, 

he shall be punishable with imprisonment for a term which may extend 
to six months, or with tine which may extend to ten thousand rupees, or 
with both. 

11. (I) Where an otience under this Act has been committed by a com¬ 
pany, every person who at the time the offence was committed was in 
charge of, and was responsible to, the company for the conduct of the busi¬ 
ness of the company as well as the company, shall be deemed to be guilty 
of the offence and shall be liable to be proceeded against and punished 
accordingly: 

Provided that nothing contained in this sub-section shall render any 
such person liable to any punishment, if he proves that the offence was 
committed without his knowledge or that he had exercised all due dili¬ 
gence to prevent the commission of such offence. 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-section (7), where 
any ofience under this Act has been committed by a company and it is 
proved that the offence has been committed with the consent or conni¬ 
vance of, or is attributable to, any neglect on the part of, any director, 
manager, secretary or other officer of the company, such director, mana¬ 
ger, secretary or other officer shall be deemed to be guilty of that offence 
and shall be liable to be proceeded against and punished accordingly. 

Explanation .—For the purposes of this section,— 

(a) “company” means any body corporate and includes a firm or 
other association of individuals; and 

(b) “director”, in relation to a firm, means a partner in the firm. 

12. No proceeding for the winding up of a mining company, the mana¬ 
gement of whose coking coal mines has vested in the Central Govern¬ 
ment under this Act or for the appointment of a Receiver in respect of 
such business, shall lie in any Court except with the consent of the Central 
Government. 

13. In computing the period of limitation prescribed by law for the time 
being in force for any suit or application against any person by a mining 
company in respect of any matter arising out of any transaction in re- 
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lation to the coking coal mine, the time diu'ing which this Act is in 
force shall be excluded. 


14. The provisions of this Act shall have effect notwithstanding any¬ 
thing inconsistent tlierewith contained m any other law for the time 
being in force or in any instrument having effect by virtue of any law 
other than this Act, or in any decree or order of any Court. 

15. (I) The Central Government may, by notified order, direct that 
all or any of the powers exercisable by it under this Act may also be 
exercised by any person or persons as may be specified in the order. 

(2) Whenever any delegation of power is made under sub-section (1), 
the person to whom such power has been delegated shall act under the 
direction, control and supervision of the Central Government 

16. (1) No suit, prosecution or other legal proceeding shall He against 
the Custodian-General, Additional Custodian-General, Deputy Custodian- 
General, any Custodian or authorised person in respect of anything which 
is in good faith done or intended to be done under this Act. 

(2) No suit or other legal proceeding shall lie against the Central 
Government or the Custodian-General, Additional Custodian-General. 
Deputy Custodian-General, any Custodian or authorised person for any 
damage caused or likely to be caused by anything which is in good faith 
done or intended to be done under this Act. 

17. (I) If the Central Government is satisfied, after such inquiry as 
it may think fit, that any contract or agreement entered into, at any time 
within twelve months immediately preceding the appointed day, between 
the owner or agent of a coking coal mine and any other person, has been 
entered into in bad faith and is detrimental to the interests of the coking 
coal mine, make an order cancelling or varying (either unconditionally 
or subject to such conditions as it may think fit to impose) the contract 
or agreement and thereafter the contract or agreement shall have effect 
accordingly: 

Provided that no contract or agreement shall be cancelled or varied 
except after giving to the parties to the contract or agreement a reason¬ 
able opportunity of being heard. 

(2) Any person aggrieved by an order made under sub-section (2) may 
make an apphcation to the principal court of civil jurisdiction within the 
local limits of whose jurisdiction the head office of the coking coal mine is 
situated for the variation or reversal of such order and thereupon such 
court may, confirm, modify or reverse such order. 

18. If the Custodian is of opinion that any contract of employment 
entered mto by any owner or agent of a coking coal mine, at any time 
before the appointed day, is unduly onerous, he may, by giving to the 
employee one month’s notice in writing or the salary or wages for one 
month In lieu thereof, terminate such contract of employment. 

19. (I) The Central Government may, by notification in the Official 
Gazette, make rules to carry out the provisions of this Act. 

(2) In particular, and without prejudice to the generality of the fore¬ 
going power, such rules may provide for all or any of the following 
matters, namely: — 
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(a) the manner in which the coking coal mines will be managed 
by the Custodians, under the control and supervision of the Custo¬ 
dian-General; 

(b) the constitution of a Board of Management, by whatever 
name called, for advising the Custodian-General in the management 
of the coking coal mines; 

(c) the form and marmer in which accounts of the coking coal 
mines shall be maintained; 

(d) any other matter in relation to which such rule is rei^uired 
to be, or may be, made. 

(3) Every rule made under this Act shall be laid, as soon as may be 
after it is made, before each House ot Parliament while it is m session for 
a total period of thirty days which may be comprised in one session or in 
two successive sessions and if, before the expiry of the session in which 
it is so laid or the session immediately following, both Houses agree in 
makin;; any modification in the rule or both Houses agree that the rule 
should not be made, the rule shall therealter have eifect only in such 
modified form or be of no chect, as the ca :e may be; so, however, that 
any such modification or annulment shaii be without piejudice to the 
validity of anything previously done under that rule. 

20. Nothing in this Act shall apply to any coking coal mine— 

(a) owned or managed by a Government company or corpora¬ 
tion owned or controlled by Government; 

(fa) owned or managed by a company engaged in the production 
of iron or steel; 

Provided that this section shall not extend to such mine or part there¬ 
of which, in the opinion of the Central Government, is m excess of the 
requirement for the production of iron and steel by that company. 

21. If any difficulty arises in giving effect to the provisions of this 
Act, the Central Government may, by order not inconsistent with the 
provisions of this Act, remove the difficulty: 

Provided that no such order shall be made after the expiry of a 
period of two years from the commencement of this Act. 

22. (1) The Coking Coal Mines (Emergency Provisions) Ordinance, 
1971, is hereby repealed. 

(2) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done, any action taken or 
any appointment, declaration or order made under the Ordinance so 
repealed, shall be deemed to have been done, taken or made, as the case 
may be, under the corresponding provisions of this Act.

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

Reserves of coking coal which is essential for the production of iron 
and steel are severely limited and consequently careful conservation of 
such resources is required in the long term interests of the steel industry. 
Such conservation can be achieved only by ensuring scientific develop¬ 
ment and efficient conduct of operations in each coalfield and by employ¬ 
ing proper techniques of mining. Efforts were made in the past to 
rationalise and co-ordinate the development and mining of coking coal, 
but these efforts did not succeed. It had, therefore, become urgently 
necessary to assume, in the public interest, complete responsibility for the 
reorganisation and reconstruction of coking coal industry so that adequate 
supplies of, coal may be ensured to meet the requirements of the steel 
industry. The Central Government, therefore, intends to nationalise the 
coking coal mines, as early as possible. But since such nationalisation 
will take some time, the management of the coking coal mines, pending 
nationalisation thereof, was taken over by the Central Government under 
the Coking Coal Mines (Emergency Provisions) Ordinance, 1971. The 
Bill seeks to replace the said Ordinance- 

2, While taking over management of the coking coal mines under the 
said Ordinance, the management of the great majority of the coke oven 
plants, producing coke from such coking coal mines was also taken over in 
the light of the definition of “mine” in the Ordinance. However, it has 
since come to light that in a few cases, the coke oven plants were omit¬ 
ted to be taken over as they had been kept distinct from the operation 
of the coking coal mines by the erstwhile mine-ownerja. For the con¬ 
tinued production of coke from the concerned coking coal mines through 
these coke oven plants, it has become necessary to take over the man¬ 
agement of these coke oven plants as well. The Bill, therefore, seeks 
to provide for the take-over of the said coke oven plants also.

PRESIDENT’S RECOMMENDATION UNDER ARTICLE 117 OF THE 

CONSTITUTION OF INDIA 

[Copy of letter No- 19(6)/71-CI, dated the 27th November, 1971 from 
Shri S, Mohan Kumaramangalam, Minister of Steel and Mines to the 
Secretary, Lok Sabha] 

The President having been informed of the subject matter of the Bill 
to provide for the taking over, in the public interest, of the management 
of coking coal mines and coke oven plants, pending nationalisation of 
such mines and plants, has recommended under clauses (1) and (3) of 
article 117 of the Constitution, the introduction in, and consideration 
thereof by the Lok Sabha. 
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FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 

Clauses 6 and 8 of the Bill, respectively, provide lor the payment, by 
the Central Government of compensation, for the taking over of the 
management of the coking coal mines and coke oven plants until such 
time as they are nationalised by an Act of Parliament. The expenditure 
on account of the payment of compensation under clauses 6 and 8 of 
the Bill, if enacted, is likely to be of the order of Rs. 3.5 lakhs per month. 

2. Under the powers given under clause 19 (2) (b) Board of Manage¬ 
ment, with adequate supporting staff, will be constituted for advising 
the Custodian-General in the management of the coking coal mines. The 
Bill, if enacted, will also involve expenditure on account of salary and 
allowances of the members, of this Board and their staff.. Such expendi¬ 
ture is likely to be of the order of Rs. 1 lakh per month. 

3. The Bill, if enacted, is not likely to involve any non-recurring ex¬ 
penditure. 
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MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 

Clause 19 of the Bill empowers the Central Government to make rules 
to carry out the provisions of the Bill. Such rules may provide lor 
matters such as— 

(a) the manner in which the coking coal mines will be managed 
by the Custodian, under the supervision and control of a Custodian- 
General; and 

(b) the constitution of a Board of Management, by whatever 
name called, for advising the Custodian-General in the management 
of coking coal mines. 

2. The matters in respect of which such rules may be made are gene¬ 
rally matters of procedure and administrative details and it Is not practi¬ 
cable to provide for them in the Bill itself. The delegation of the legis¬ 
lative power is, therefore, of a normal character.

Bill No. 152 of 1971 

A Bill to provide for the acquisition of the undertaking of the Asian 
Refractories Limited for the purpose augmenting supplies of refracto¬ 
ries to meet the essential requirements of the iron and steel industry. 

Whereas the Asian Refractories Limited is in liquidation and has 
stopped its production;

(2) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 17th day of Octo¬

(a) ‘‘appointed day” means the 17th day of October, 1971;

(c) words and expressions used herein and not defined but de¬ 
fined in the Companies Act, 1956, have the meanings respectively 
assigned to them in that Act.

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a. On and from the appointed day, the undertaking of the company 
shall, by virtue of this Act, be transiei ied to, and shall vest in, the Cen¬ 
tral Government, free from all incumbrances. 


4. (I) The undertaking of the company shall be deemed to include ah 
assets, rights, powers, authorities and privileges and all property, mov¬ 
able and immovable, cash balances, reserve funds, investments and all

Provided that the court trying any offence under clause (a) or clause 
(fa) or clause (c) of this sub-section may, at the time of convicting the 
accused person, order him to deliver up or refund within a time to be 
fixed by the court any property wrongfully withheld or wrongfully ob¬ 
tained or any document wilfully yrithheld or not furnished; 

Provided further that nothing contained in this section or any other 
provision of this Act shall render any person liable to be convicted of 
an offence in respect of anything done or omitted to be done by him be¬ 
fore the appointed day. 

(2) No court shall take cognizance of an offence punishable under 
this section except with the previous sanction of the Central Government 
or of an officer authorised by that Government in this behalf. 

10. No suit, prosecution or other legal proceeding shall lie against the 
Central Government or an officer or other employee serving in connection 
with the affairs of the undertaking of the company which is in good faith 
done or intended to be done under this Act. 

11. (7) The Asian Refractories Limited (Acquisition of Undertaking) 
Ordinance, 1971, is hereby repealed, 

(2) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done or any action taken 
under the Ordinance so repealed shall be deemed to have been done or 
taken under the corresponding provisions of this Act,

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

An Ordinance, namely, the Asian Refractories Limited (Acquisition of 
Undertaking) Ordinance, 1971, was promulgated by the president on the 
17th October, 1971, to provide for the compulsory acquisition of the un¬ 
dertaking of the Asian Refractories Limited. 

The total production of refractories in India being inadequate and In- 
sufllcient to meet the essential requirements of the iron and steel indus¬ 
try, acquisition of the undertaking of the Asian Refractories Limited was 
made by the said Ordinance, with a view to augmenting the supplies of 
refractories and speedily bring the imciertaking of the Asian Refractories 
Limited, which has been closed, since June, 1968 into operation and for 
expanding its capacity thereafter. 

The Bill seeks to replace the said Ordinance.

PRESIDENTS RECOMMENDATION UNDER ARTICLE 117 OF THE 

CONSTITUTION OF INDIA 

[Copy of letter No. B-4 (13) /70-HI, dated the 24th November, 1971 
from Shri S. Mohan Kumaramangalam, Minister of Steel and Mines to 
the Secretary, Lok Sabha.] 

The President having been informed of the subject matter of the 
Asian Refractories Limited (Acquisition of Undertaking) Bill, 1971, re¬ 
commends under article 117 (1) and 117 (3) of the Constitution, the intro¬ 
duction of the Bill in, and consideration thereof by the Lok Sabha. 
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FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 

Clause 7 of the Asian Refractories Limited (Acquisition of Under¬ 
taking) Bill, 1971, provides for the payment of compensation of the order 
of rupees eighty-one lakhs by the Central Government for the acquisition 
of the undertaking of the Asian Refractories Limited. Out of the said 
sum, sum of rupees eight lakhs is to be deposited in the High Court, Cal¬ 
cutta, within three months from the 17th October, 1971, the date on which 
the undertaking of the Asian Refractories Limited (Acquisition of Un¬ 
dertaking) Ordinance, 1971, came into force, and the balance of the 
amount of compensation is to be deposited in the Court in ten equal annual 
instalments, the first of which will become due on the date on which a 
period of one year expires from the 17th October, 1971, and the subse¬ 
quent Instalments shall become due accordingly. Each instalment of the 
compensation will carry interest at the rate of seven per cent- per annum 
from the commencement of the said Ordinance. These payments will be 
made out of the Consolidated Fund of India. 

2. Besides the amount payable for acquisition, a Technical Committee 
has estimated that an amount of Rs. 1.4 crores will be required to meet 
the expenditure on balancing equipment Including Rs. 30 lakhs for hous¬ 
ing. Recurring expenditure during 1971-72 and 1972-73 will be of the 
order of Rs. 6 lakhs and Rs. 30 lakhs respectively. 
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MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 

Clause 8 of the Asian Refractories Limited (Acquisition of Under¬ 
taking) Bill, 1971, provides that the undertaking of the Asian Refracto¬ 
ries Limited, shall be managed on behalf of the Central Government by 
such person or body of persons as may be nominated by the Central Gov¬ 
ernment in this behalf, and such person or body of persons shall carry on 
the management in accordance with such regulations as may be made by 
the Central Government. The matters in respect of which regulations 
may be made relate to procedure and details. The delegation of legis¬ 
lative power is, therefore, of a normal character.
